He also plans to teach 
a course at Cal State Uni¬ 
versity next year. 

A former teacher and 
president of the L.A. Com¬ 
munity College Board of 
Trustees, Antonovich was 
elected to the assembly in 
1972.

The ‘One-Per Cent Solution’ 

A .serious no growth fea.ure of the first Proposition 
1.3 implementation bill. SB 154. may be corrected if cither 
of two recently imrocKited measures is enacted this year. 

The no-growth feature of SB 154 is the method it pro¬ 
vides for alloca.ing the one per cent proijerty tax ($4.00 
c-ountywide rate) remaining after Proirosition 13. 

The Lc'gi-slattire, with only three weeks to devLso a 
pl.-vn following passage of the initiative, simply required 
dlstribu ion within cadi county of the remaining proiierly 
tax bascHl on each jurisdiction's share of Uio 
erty ,ax c-olUK-ted in the county In 1976, 197< and 1978. 

However, under that formula, the Oty of Santa Monica, 
for example, reportedly would receive only $125 per year 
in liroper y taxes from a propo.sed $8.5 millior office 
building. The building wouUl yield $85,000 in property 
taxes but the revenue would be placed in tlie county¬ 
wide pot and dis.ributed rountywide. 

This approach is both uiu*(iuitable and unsound. Cities 
that bt>ar the added burdens of iiolice and fire prolwtlon 
for new properties shouUi receive a greater sliare of the 
nevxinucs produced by the propi'r.y. Cities 
construction for various reasons should not be benefited 
by tho.se cities which acxrept growth. 

Senate Bill 186 (Rodda) and Assembly Bill 83 (W. 
Brown) are designed to di.stribute property tax revenues 
based on the new share of assessed value, thus giving 
orooer credit to growlh in asses.sed values by jurisdiction.

“Nature 

By Sandor 

Last week I was talking 
about changes in nature, 
and those that have occur¬ 
red in the meadow in Eaton 
Canyon . . . both seasonal . 
and long term chan g e s 
through which the meadow 
was slowly losing its iden¬ 
tity. 

The face of the entire 
meadow area is different 
from what it was several 
years ago. Not only is it get¬ 
ting smaller, but the sur¬ 
rounding area has under¬ 
gone substantial altering. 
This has been brought about 
by variosu natural forces, 
such as time, seed dispersal, 
climate, and movement of 
soil. 

One year during excep¬ 
tionally heavy rains, soils 
were washed in abundance 
onto the south end of the 
grassy meadow. By summer, 
a forest of tall tree tobacco 
plants had sprouted on that | 
very spot, diminishing the , 
size of the meadow. ' 

On tlie more complicated ] 
northwest end of the mea¬ 
dow are tall eucalyptus ] 
trees. Once green and 
healthy, they had given ] 
leafy refuge to a variety of 
birds. Now they are dead, 1 
serving mostly as perches 
for avian predators. Even- 1 
tually, I am sure, they will 
give in completely, toppling 1 
unceremoniously onto the 
meadow, or perhaps its frin- ’ 1 
ges. Nothings stays the 
same! ' 

Other trees have been af¬ 
fected over the years, too, ' 
by change, for some of the 
Coast Live Oaks are giving 
up the ghost. Beetles have 
gnawed channels under their 
bark. They have thirsted 
for more water. Blight is 
taking its toll, for some of 
the oaks are disappearing 
from the canyon scene. How- 
ever, these changes have 
their benefits, for as the tree ^ 
drops its leaves more sun¬ 
light reaches the ground, al- ^ 
lowing small shrubs to grow 
where they weren’t able to ^ 
before . . . because of the 
lack of light. I 

Still standing, but no 
longer living, the tree now ^ 
makes good hunting perches 
for owls and hawks. But ^ 
eventually, the oak topples. 
Now its branches agairvsl ^ 
the soil become refuge for 
small animals like t h e | 
ground squirrel. Finally, all 
the energy that the tree has ] 
stored drains back into the 
soil, completing one of the ] 
most important cycles in 
nature! 1 

Naturally, these are only 
some of the changes that \ 
occur in Eaton Canyon. At 
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a later date. I’ll write about 
other changes . . . some very 
subtle, others quite drama¬ 
tic.
